Class History of 1961 


The history of our class starts on that memorable day, June 3, 1958, That was the day twenty 
eager and excited girls entered the Clearfield Hospital School of Nursing to begin their careers as student 
nurses, At first we were frightened at the prospect of being alone and on our own for the first time, But 
with the help of the upperclassmen and the different activities which they had planned, we soon became 
acquainted with our new surroundings and each other, Orientation - that was the by word of the first 
week, At this time we were taught a little of the history of our school and its uniform.

In our Junior year we looked forward to our affiliations, Three months at Warren State Hospital and 
three months at Philadelphia General Hospital, In those six months we gained much experience and knowl- 
edge, Then came our special departments - Maternity, OperatingRoom, Recovery Room, Physical Therapy 
and finally, but by no means least, the Emergency Room, 

June, 1960 arrived and we became Seniors. We now thought the road ahead of us would be much 
easier but to our surprise it was much harder, Our time was divided between classes and the clinical 
areas, On the clinical areas we were given more responsibility, We worked charge nurse on days and 
nights, In classes we were finishing our courses and preparing ourselves for State Boards. 

We wish to extend our thanks to all who have helped us along our way. This training to us is memorable 
and will always be treasured.
